frigh- 
hents, 
which, catching him by the Coat, made him (ſup- 
oſing it to be an Enemy) to cry out for Quarter: 
ut the Fellow being cad in Leather, and the 
Buffneſs of his Coat being Armor-proof againſt 
the Briſtles, and (as it were) Hedghopiſm of their 
Prickles, they could not faſten their Fangs in 
his Garment, wherefore (Thanks to his Stars) the 
Man had no Hurt, but was bleſs'd with a great 
Deliverance. Toward the Bottom of this Or- 
chard lay proſtrate the Trunk of a flaite Myrtle; 
and that not far from the Verge of Shadow of 2 
Cops of Beans, pretty tall in Statute, and well 
branch d; by the Coverlets we ſaw there ſhould 
be Beds not far off; I ſuppoſe they were tlie 
Lodgings of Carrots, Turnips, and of other Roots. 
There were Cabbages grown to a commendable 
Globqſty, the Roundneſs whereof tempred us ro a 
Game at Foot-ball ; we banded them about ſuffici- 
ently, and made ſome of them eaper over a Ten- 
foot-wall. One of the Gamſters Was hit juſt in 
the Mouth, the Bore whereof, being too Ittle for 
the Buller, could not receive it into its Orifee ; bur, 
however, it gelded: and damp'd its Fury, ſo that it 
did not retort with Violence to the Injury and De- 
triment of any body elſe. We had ſweat longer - 
at the Recreation and Ohympick Sport of 'Kick-Caþ- 
bage, had not the Breath of Cloacina (her Habita- 
tion being near) been ſo ſtrong, and was à Nu- 
ficice un .

So that being fruck out of our Onarters, we 
turn'd our Quariers upon the Srink, and travel d 
over a Grate Into a Church- yard: The Track f our 
Path OO the Mansion Hoſe of the Levite 
on the Left-hand, and the Church on the Right;

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behind which, towards the South, there food, or 


lay (we cannot tell which) a Weather-beaten Tomb,

Muzzle downward; but whether it was or not, or 
whether it was purpoſely erected as a Monument 


to preſerve the — of thoſe Aſhes that lay 
under it, we cannot tell, tho' we have ſome Rea» 
{on to ſuſpe& the former, in regard there were ſo 
many Swine a digging about, who, with the na- 
tural Spades of their Noſes, had almoſt made a Pit- 
bole for the Stone, and ſo had like to have bury'd 
one Grave in another. Here was a whole Herd of 


Swine a rooting, as if they had been turn'd in on 


urpoſe to root up Chriſtians, as they are in the 
F telds in Italy to dig up Turfles. A little Vall 
lay ſculking about this Territory of the Dead, 
which we ſuppos d was placs'd there as a Bulwark 
to their Aſhes, but it prov'd but a feeble Fence 
againſt the Intruſion of the Lambs, who made fre- 


- 7590 Capreols into this adjacent Dormitory. The 


ound was rais'd a little, and capp'd with Turt, 
and environ'd with the Hollowneſs of a good hand- 
ſome Ditch ; but yet neither Cap nor Ditch could 
keep theſe Animals from leap-frogging over them, 
from grazing in a Charnel-houyſe, and from turning 
a Cæmetry of Shades and Ghoſts into a Feeding 
* of hungry Beaſts. 0 TI 
e mounted this Wall, and mov'd on towards 


the Weſtern Period of our intended Journey. The 
bordering Cloſe was pimpled with Mole-hills, which 


ſeem'd but young Protuberances not. bliſter d into 


the Bigneſs of. ſome neigbouring Banks. Leaving 


this Ground behind us, we deſcended the Declivity 


of an adjoining Paſture pretty well bearded or 


briftled with Thorns and Buſhes; and ſo paſs'd 
through a Farmer's Yard, where we ſaw an Alps 
pg | 0 
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of Straw, with Swine (inſtead of Show) a grovel- 
ing a Top ont; which put us in mind of the An- 
bition - of Goats, 'who 'are always clambering up 
the Crags of Rocks. The Weſtern Extremity of 
the Wheat-Hovil ſhot directly up the Barn, an 
Appendix to which ſtood the Apartment of the Hogs, 
over which was-perched a Rooſt for Poultry. 

Not far from this Country Tuſculum ſtood the 
Iland of a Houſe in the Embraces of a Moat, 

ke Ticho's Uranoberg in the midſt of the Sea; an 
ancient Pile, a reverend Ve of as venerable a 
Bird, which having taken her Flight hath left it a 
Solitude. The greateſt Obſervables were a little 
filent Bell in Duodecimo, which, being utterly 
* hung between the Collops of an old 
Wall, or rather a Mortar invers'd, which had loft 
its Peſtle, ſo that it was not v by Stroke of 
internal Clapper, but by Knocks and Blows of ex- 
ternal Hammer. Within the Sound of this Bell 
ſtood a lolling Waſhing-Block, being a wooden kind 
of Anvil, where the She-Vulcans were hammerin 
out, with Battle-Door, the Filth of Linnen, whoſe 
unctuous Diſtillations were the Mile that water'd 
the little Egypt of the adjacent Garden. 

Having mov'd from this Manſion about three or 
four Furlongs, we paſs'd by the Skirrs of a ro- 
tatile Engine, in Shape not unlike an Houſe, be- 
ing pack d-ſall at Top with a Ridge: Ir ſeer'd to 
ſtand upon Stilts, and to be a moving Habitation 
like thoſe of the Getes. Twas prefacd with a 
Portico, into which we aſcended by a Scale of 
Stairs. The whiſtling Wind breath'd a Vertigo in 
its Pate, whoſe Giddineſs, communicating a Mo- 
tion to its Grinders, made it whirlegig the Grain 
into Flower. A little Diſtant from hence, beyond 
a ſmall ſandy Deſart, ſtood a Village, whoſe Steeple 
was in its Center, not unlike the Aa, of a Ship. 
This Tower, as to outward Appearance, had a 
aten | C 4 e Portly 
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Penh Perſon; Vet they told us it had the Imper- 
fection of Dumbneſs; it having been di/-belPd tor 


ſome Vears. They were alarm'd to Church by 
the Report of a Muſquet, which the Clerk (being 
an eminent Se, did uſually diſcharge at every 
Man's Door. This Clerk was a Vraver by 
Trade, and had Relation to a Lom, wherein he had 
been ambling for ſeveral Vears with one Foot 
up, and the other downs, and, with all his Treading: 
bath ſcarce got Cloth enough to repair the Breaches 
of his tatter d Elbows. They told us that his 
Trade and he had lately been at Cizffs, and are 
juſt upon parting, it being ſuch a Limb-wagging 
Yroteſtion, that he is not able to , endure” the Pe- 
#8zce of it. This Man had a wonderful Skill in 
ſweeping the Church, and, it is thought, could tell. 
what a Clock twas at the South Dial as well as moſt 
Aſtronomers ; he was alſo a pretty Man of his 
Hands for Singing ; tor when the Tune one Sunday 
had ambled from him into the Chancel, and had 
almoſt caught a Fall among the Non-ſong fters, 
really they told us that this notable Man gave it 
Auch a neat Jerk, as that he witch d it into the 
Church ſtrangely, Now, I ſay, for the Clerk to 
have a rare Knack of ſecuring the Hyms from thoſe 
that would ſteal it; oh! 'tis an excellent Thing 
The moſt remarkable Things in this Town were 
an Ecelgſiaſtical Wall made of ſecular Mud, which 
mounded in the Introduction of the Parſonage: Ir 
afforded ſecure Harbour to Vagrant Bees, who, 
rendezvouſing here, became a Colony; they made 
ſo many Cells in ir, that it appear d to be the Frag- 
ment of a reverend Honey-Cumb. Not far from this 
grew a Tree in Folio, an huge, thick, ſquot Elm, 
pounded within the Circumferences of tour Benches, 
. Which we ſuppoſed to be Seats made on Purpoſe for 
the Pofterns of Spectators, when Whitſun- Ale is 
folemniz'd with-Fe/tivity of Fiddle, and celebrated

with Caper after Pipe and Tabor, Imme- 
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Immediately after our Departure from this Place, 
Night overtook us, whole Szbles, ecli tho 
Splendor of the Day, ſhorten d our Courſe, and 
crooken d our Carey _ . ws 155 i A 
An Retro pect oblig'd us wi 
prone Thatch, which, the nearer we Ed, 
the more viſibly it appear'd in the Shape of an 
Houſe. It wascall'd, y way of Irony, a Caftle, 
whoſe Governor was a decay d Taylor, who having 
loſt, through an unfortunate Hole of his Pockets, 
his Needles and Thimble, thoſe Chattels of his 
Breeches, and Implements of his Vocation, was 
reduced to Poverty. The Man was nimble of Foot, 
though a . in Bulk, ſo that nine of ſuck 
might very well club to the e/cmenting of a Man. 
After a {mall Collation of Tripe and Burter mill, 
we tripp d up a Ladder to the Apartments of our 
ſeveral Cabbins, where, with the Poppies of Sleep, 
we Tefreſh'd our Noddles, to the great Comfort 
and Satisfaction of our wearied Carcaſſes. After 
Valediction to Pricklouſe, the next Morning we ſet 
out with the Sun, and had not went above à Mile or 
two, but we heard the Rumour of a ſad Diſafer 
which had lately befallen a Country Cordon, which 
was the -Loſs.of a whole Pound of Candles, fup- 
poſed to be ſtollen by ſome High-way Rat at one 
Robbery, The Relations were various as to the 
Manner of the Theft; ſome fay he carried them 
away behind him, like a Barden of Sticks; others 
ſay, that he hung them by his Side like Bandlilters; 
but moſt agree, that he laid them upon his Shoul- 
der one by one, and ran arm'd away with the 
Luminaries as with 2 . We were 
ſomewhat amazed at the Horror of that fad Story,
